Hott to Make Dumplings. 

It is superfluous to use shortening in 
dumplings that are cooked with meat 
and served with rich sauce.

Two or three miles more brought ® 
us to the “city” of Tia Juana (pro- p 
nounced Teea Warner). Here we = 
stopped for a Mexican dinner, and 
to buy Mexican curiosities at 
double the price we could bhy 
i them for in the States, but we 
could proudly point to them and 
say, “I bought that in Old Mexico 
of a Spaniard,” We had a plain 
’ country farm dinner, thoroughly 
spiced; and for dessert,big sections 
of nice musk melon, at least four¬ 
teen inches long, Just as we were 
ready to start,one of the party took 
a snap shot of our four-horse team, 

: with the city id the background, 
said city consisting of a row of four 
or five two-stor.v buildings, mostly 
minus paint, and a few more one- 
story buildings, 

I As showing the present trend of 
Mexican thought, we noticed amid 
0.11 the external poverty of the 
place, a fine new scliOolhduse—the 
largest and best building we saw; 
and the poorest was a small Catho¬ 
lic church, All this shows that 
Mexico is trying to advance educa¬ 
tion While deprecating priestly 
power. 

'! Booh after starting to return by a 
different route, we passed the site 
of a ruined enterprise, A settle¬ 
ment, in a pleasant valley, of pret¬ 
ty American houses with gardens 
and orchards, a mill, and all the 
accessories of a prosperous com¬ 
munity,a brightexam pie of what 
can be accomplished with water, 
money, and American push—was 
wiped out in aft hour by a cloud¬ 
burst. Now nothing remains but 
a big washout, a few trees, the 
remnants of the mill, and much 
gravel brought down from the 
hills. A few of the people and 
many animals were drowned. This

[ and I guess if his salary depended 
on customs received front: ‘sight¬ 
seers, he would often know what a 
hungry sleep meant.
